McGill During Holidays 

PLANS DRAWN UP 



Many Benefits to be Derived 
From Such a 
Union 



During tho recent visit of the Im- 
perial Debating Team. Mr ». Nunn 
May. a member .>! - tbc team nn<! past 
president of the National Union of 
Students of England and ivaics, mik- 
posted the formation of a similar or- 
ganization In Canada. Tills sugges- 
tion was favorably received by the 
different colleges and as n result ;\ 
conference was- held at the McGlil 
l'nion on December "7, L'y. 29. and 30, 
to inaugurate a National Union of Stu- 
dent* In Canada. Almost i vory Uni- 
versity In Canada was represented at 
Hils conference. 

The main object of this Union is to 
bring a better understanding and a 
• loser relation between the Canadian 
colleges, according to I'.. G; M. Gam- 
mel, representing McGlll at the Con- 
fcrence. This nevd is especially felt In i 
tin West where the colleges are prac- i 
Mcally isolated from the other Cana- 
dian universities As a result they are 
forced to carry on all their intercol- 
i'-giate activities with American col- 
leges. In the com there Is the Inter- 
collegiate Union hut there is no such 
union in the West. This National 
Union aims to remedy these and to 
create a better national feeling. 

M A .Mckenzie. Professor of inter- 
national Law at Osgoode Hall, Tor- 
onto, addressed the opening meeting 
Me explained that system of the Nn- 
t'ona.' Union cf Students i ;l England 
and of the "Confederation Interna- 
tionale des Etudiâmes" of Europe with 
which the National Union of Students 
is affiliated. The evening session was 
spent in discussing Professe:- Mcken- 
zie's speech. 

On tin- following day the conference 
wa*< divided into committees to in- 
vestlgate drferent problems'. Thetie 
committees included one lor Scope, one 
for Finance, one lor Organization, and 
■ ne considered International Relations. 
Eacli committee submitted a report 
at the final session These reports 
wore criticised and amended and were 
sent to all the universities to he con- 
sidered and sanctioned by the student 
councils. This Union will not be form- 
ed unless at least ten colleges enter it, 
A drat: constitution ol the proposed 
Federation was drawn up and was ap- 
proved by the delegates. 

I- 1 Greene, Bishop's University, 
was appointed president pro torn; 41. 
Le Sage, University ol Montreal, vice- 
president; and Air; Davis, University 
of Alberta. Edmonton, secretary-trea- 
surer. Mr. Wilson of tile University 
of Alberta was • liairinan ol the con- 
ference while Mr. Kerry ol the Uni- 
versity of Toronto acted as secretary. 

The following universities were re- 
presented at tin: conference: Inl- 
varsity of British Columbia, University 
of Alberta .University ol Saskat- 
chewan, University ot Western On- 
Ontario Agricultural College, 
McAlosier University, University ut 
Toronto, Queen's University, t.'niver- 
sity .ol Montreal, University ot Bi- 
shop's College, Lennox ville, Acadiu 
University, Dalhousie University was 
not represented although Mr Mcken- 
zie, a graduate u) Dalhousie, ait ended 
some of the meetings and was tile of- 
ficial representative >>X the C.I E, Mc- 
Gill was. represented by Hobert to. 
Buiumel . 

No duie has jet been fixed by the 
Students' Council ut McCiill toi a meet- 
ing to consider whether the student 
body of McGill will ratify the r'ecoin- 
mondations of the conference, It is 
expected, that such a meeting will bo

The annual Christmas trip of the 
McGlll senior hockey sextette to the 
United States was an extremely suc- 
cessful one this year. While the red 
and white only played two games with 
American college teams during the 
holidays, a much lighter schedule than 
that of previous years, they won both 
of fhem. In the first game at Boston 
they fougbt a hard battle with the 
crimson o: Harvard, finally succeeding 
In outpointing their American rivals 
by 4 goals to 3 after tern' minutes 
overtime. On the following evening tlm 
red and white trounced the Yale six 
* to l although they were trailing a 
to 0 with the better part of the second 
period over. 

The record or the MoGIl! tea™ is 
till the more encouraging when one 
takes into account the results of the 
University of Toronto invasion. The 
Varsity outfit won two. lost one and 
drew one game. Although the U. of T. 
played two more games than the red 
and white sextette they lost, the most 
important of their contests. Harvard 
whom McGill beat i to 3 turned the 
tables on the blue and white sextette 
and won by the same score. In a sec- 
ond encounter the two teams played 
a 1-1 draw. No overtime was per- 
mitted as the blue had to catch a 
train (or home. Boston College and 
Princeton succumbed before the Var- 
sity stalwarts. The win over the Prin- 
ceton Tigers, however cannot be con- 
sidered of much importance us the 
above said and aforementioned Tigers 
were decisively trimmed by Laval of 
Quebec, am admittedly second class 
team. 

The Queen's sextette finding them- 
selves short of funds and possibly ul 
player* did not attempt a holiday tour 
this year. 

The red and white victories eauio 
on successive nights alter continuous 
travelling which reflects credit on the 
condition of Coach Prank Shaugnee- 
sy's protegees. Toronto's games on the 
other hand were all played / wllli inter- 
vening rest periods. 

Perhaps the most Important change 
made on the McGill line-up was the 
appearance ot "Bruds" Bazin, of senior 
rugby lame, in the nets for the first 
time in place of |,yle J/iishl*y, who 
was relegated to the substitute bench. 
Uazin acquitted himself well and It 
was largely due to his excellent work 
between the posts Unit tho red and 
white made the showing titey did. The 
other members ot Captain til. Ger- 
main's team all gave their best amd 
nearly every regular was able to score 
against the Americans. The tour also 
marked the first appearance ot Georga 
Trainor, centre of last year's Junior 
squad, on the senior sub list. 

Varsity seem to be having as much 
trouble finding u good goalie this year 
as McGlll and this was apparently the 
main weakness of the blue and while 
on the holiday tour. On almost every 
occasion rhuy were superior to their 
rivals on tile actual play only to be 
beaten on account of mediocre net 
minding. 

McGill will enter the United States 
again on Jbnuary 2M when they play 
Princeton at the Madison Square Gar- 
den, Now York, In an exhibition en- 
counter. 



NEAR COMPLETION 

New Projection Lantern 
Installed in Moyse 
Theatre 



The rooms of the Arts' building were 
by no moans unoccupied during tho 
Xmtis holidays: 150 workmen — carpen- 
ters, painters and labourers — were busy 
laying hardwood floors, varnishing 
them and tinting the walls, adding now 
fixtures and making adjustments to 
those already Installed. The painters 
were the last to leave, they kept at 
their work until four o'clock Tuesday 
afternoon. This, then, Is the renson 
for the yarmish odour that greeted the 
students Wednesday morning upon en- 
trance to their lecture rooms. .Some 
additions and alterations were made 
in the Moyse theatre, notably to the 
projection machinery. 

Hardwood floors have now been laid 
In all the class rooms. Fully three 
quarters of the wall surface has been 
tinted— this work will be completed 
during the coming summer holidays. 
Tho marble floors In the entrance were 
ground down and finished to produce 
a smooth and even footing. 

The Moyse theatre came in for Its 
share of attention: the two columns, 
on either side of the stage, were work- 
ed over with abrasive material to give 
them a smooth appearance. Mechan- 
ics installed a new projection lantern, 
considered to lie one of the best of 
Its typi In Canada, and emlarged the 
slits in the projection room front, a 
now screen has been added amd will 
do servie- at the next illustrated lec- 
ture. 

Every desk had now been firmly 
screwed dwon to the floors. The eas- 
ily amused students will now ino longer 
be able to rock the man, sitting dir- 
ectly in front of him, to sle«p. The 
laying of the hardwood floors produc- 
ed considerable work as all tin desks 
had to be removed from tin rooms 
and thon brought In again and in- 
stalled.

Must it be conceded that the stu- 
dents who entered McGill for the 
term 1926-27 aro of a h ghor order of 
Intelligence than those who entered 
during the terms directly preceding 
the present one? The fact that only 
17, and the number may be less, will 
this year be placed on probation 
seems to indicate such to be the case. 
It Ls expected that no student w 11 be 
compelled to leave the University this 
year though several may not bo al- 
lowed to carry their full course — they 
will thus become partial students. 

In othe r years ordlnairly 50 or CO 
failed to make the grade. Thus year 
there is but a fraction of the above 
numbers who did not pass the re- 
quisite number of tests. In previous 
years the student could be ejected 
who failed to pass the required num- 
ber of tcstR held during November 
and December, and also if he went 
down In more than half his examlna- 
t'ons held at tho end of the first term, 
about the middle of January . .Vow the 
Btud-nt Is Judged on the bas ; s of the 
tests hold durinc the two above 
months, no official mid-term ex- 
aminations are hold except in those 
subjects wh ch are only considered 
as half year subjects. 

Two reasons are current why a 
higher percentage of students this 
year succeeded In making their grades 
—that the entrance requirements now 
being more severe have sent a better 
class of students to McGlll or that the 
college requirements have not boon 
so exacting this term, for the w'«dom 
of sending a student home in dis- 
grace after the first session has been 
sharply questioned. 

The dates sot for the examinations 
on the half term subjects are given 
out as tho 18th, IS. and 20th of th s 
month. There will be approximately 
20 final examinations in Arts and 50 
In Science. A large percentage of 
these are in the Junior and Sen'or 
years. The dates of f'nals in Medicine, 
l.aw and Dentistry will be announced 
Immediately It ^ expected.

Fur from an omen of decline, if 
England has lent an ear to intellectual 
America, the act is a tribute to the 
latter, it is a recognition of her em- 
ergence from adolescence. It is a hand- 
aliuke on her coining of literary age, 
and a welcome on her. entry into the 
Intellectual arena. X 

When Washington Irving lived, he 
was regarded by England a* i> novelty. 
A real, honewt-to-goodness man ol 
tetters rising at the very threshold of 
Indian topees and dark, unexplored 
for< sis was strange Indeed. But gra- 
dually in this laud, three thousand 
miles away, peoplo ccoaed chopping 
trees und building homesteads, and bp- 
gtuj to read books. The vigor .bvprever,

IT IS NOT a matter of great rtlffl 
culty to select the role In which 
Cecllc Sorel shines brightest. The his- 
trionic, art consists at all times of more 
than mere declamatory exorcises, of 
which there were more than plenty in 
two of the three plays on the reper- 
tory. 

Though technically, "L« Misan- 
thrope", Mollerc's five act comedy Is 
the best constructed of the offerings 
Dumas the Vounger's "La Dame aux 
Camélias" offered the most scope to 
the talented Sorel. For In this play 
only, of the selection, was there suf- 
ficient movement to break up the 
monotony of constant dialogue. Sorcl's 
Du Barry was good, more especially In 
the highly tense final act whore all her 
cmoUonnl powers are thrown In to her 
vain pleading for liberty. It is In 
scenes such as this that Cécile Sorel 
is at her best In each Instance, though 
at all times she completes the well 
nigh impossible ta-"<k of filling a role 
to perfection.

MM. Adolphe Aderer and Armand 

Ephralm have, in "Maîtresse de P.ol 
written around the famous DuBarry 
a play that Is essentially spectacular 
almost a series tableaux with consid- 
erable clever dialogue pervading. Mut 
it is a satisfactory vehicle nevertheless 
and the work of the leading artists 
is good in every case. M. Louis Ra- 
vet's Interpretation of Louis XV was 
especially well done while M. Holla 
Norman was sympathetically cast as 
de Laubry. The scenic effects are a 
bit out of the ordinary, the sets used 
being decidedly better than most of 
those seen here heretofore.

"La Dame aux Camélias" by Dumas 

Flls lost nothing by Its modernization. 
The substitution of present day clothes 
for those of a century ago and the uti- 
lization of modern vocabulary as sub- 
stitutes for those of times gone by 
added to the play considerably. Even 
the Introduction of that delightful bit 
of modern Parisian jazz, "Valentine" 
did more good than harm; even lis 
rendition in English added rather than 
detracted from the value of the perfor- 
mance. 

Though not ranking technically with 
the work of Molière "La Dame uux 
Camélias" was easily the m out attrac- 
tive of the three plays presented for 
the simple reason that It presented 
much more scope for all the cast. 
Modern theatre goers have grown ac- 
customed to expect more than mere 
diulogue which at best Is dull, and 
which, when rendered on the stage, 
rapidly und In a foreign language is 
likely to grow very tiresome. " 

The meagrest knowledge, of French 
would suffice to make "La Dame aux 
Camélias" u really pleasant evening's 
entertainment. Its vivacity In parts, 
Its touching sobriety in others, und 
above all the acting, really wonder- 
ful, in this Instance ol Madame Sorel 
make H a genuinely good piece of 
work. 

Bui what is in some respects the 
most remarkable thing of all is the ex- 
treme care that has been devoted to 
the training of the members of the 
supporting cast in this play. To »ee 
minor roles played to such perfection 
Is uuusuul.

Little need be said of Moliere's "Le 
Misanthrope". From the rise of the 
curtain til! the end of the fifth act 
it Is a scries of at times heavy dia- 
logue, declamations und orations In- 
terspersed with a number of goslrlu- 
latloim. it Is a pluy that make* good 
reading but is not u« suitable to the 
stage of today as it wu* to that of Us 
time. Every line, nay, every word 
must be caught to appreciate it, and 
that Is always a matter of considerable 
difficulty. It Is tiresome if nothing 
else to sit through five a/Us of ver- 
sification, to heur the cadences rise 
und fall, to note the sharp rythm and 
even the rime, und to soe little of the 
ability of so delightful an actress uu 
Cécile Sorel.

Several woeka ago, a friend said to 
e, "What are Canndian college hUi 
dents reading nowadays?" I had to 
confess that I had no exact Inform- 
ation on the subject. Tho general 
Impression I had received from «tu- 
dents In English classes in the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba, was that they 
ware very loyal to Iho curriculum, 
that their tlmo was so occupied while 
college was In session that they were 
satisfied to read prescribed text-bookH, 
a rather formidable array. I felt sure, 
however, that during the long summer 
vacation they would pay some atten- 
tion to fiction and perhaps would he 
moved to read not too heavy books of 
a general M»rt. In order to Battofy my 
curiosity, and incidentally that of my 
friend, who spurred me tn action, 1 
distributed fc-Hps of paper to 117 stu- 
dents in Englrsh In two classes In the 
second and fourth years. I asked them 
If they would be kind onough to write 
the names of three books they had 
read during the liwst six months 
avoiding If possible any works men- 
tioned In the curriculum, and empha- 
sizing reading of a recreational na- 
ture. 1 asked inemhers of one class to 
mark on the reverse sldo of the slip 
three tltlcu by Canadian authors. An 
analysis of the results ot my polite In- 
quiry into the present state of tho 
recreational rending of university stu- 
dents makes what I hope will be an In- 
teresting contribution disseminated 
during Canada's Book Week which 
closes today. 

Martha Oatenao and Ralph Connor 
Lead 

My f'-rst observation is that the two 
favorite authors of these young people 
are Mira Martha Ostenso and Rev- Dr- 
C. W. Gordon, better known as Ralph 
Connor. Of the 117 students who 
handed in sl'pe. 43 wrote the title of 
Miss Ostenso's prize novel, "Wild 
G-*ese," while ÏG sent in various titles 
by Ralph Connor. It Is just possible 
thut many purltan'cal renders will 
regret the large vote for "Wild Geese," 
and will ascribe It to the sexotlc ele- 
ment In that brillant story. I do not 
take this view, however. It must be 
emembered that this is a vivid story 
of Manitoba life, and, what is more 
likely stUl to make our studenLs wish 
to read St, It Us the work of a young 
lady who once studied rhetoric in our 
university. She did not complete her 
arts course: Like many a Manitoba 
student, she had to replenish her 
treasury by teaching in a country 
school, she was of Norwegian parent- 
age, so when she found herself In a 
settlement where most of the people 
were fure-tym-born, she took a greater 
Interest In them than the majority of 
Canadian teachers would have done. 
At any rate her realistic novel shows 
that this young woman had remark- 
able powers of oliservatlon, a keen 
understanding of the hardships and 
crud'ties of pioneering life, and extra- 
ordinary skill In character portrayal. 
Drawing largely upon her ■ experience 
as a teacher, she wrote the novel, her 
first adventure In fiction, and to her 
own vast astonishment, carried off a 
prize of ? 13,590 from hundreds of com- 
petitors. Instantly she wits lifted Into 
fame as the heroine of the most ro- 
mantic literary triumph of ihls gen- 
eration. Is It any wonder, therefore, 
thai the students of her own univer- 
sity, marvelling at her bucccsh, should 
put her name at the top of the, list. 
The popularity of Ralph Connor Is 
partly explained by local interest. He 
Is the most famous of all Canadian 
story -writers; his romanoe makes a 
special uppeal to young people; he Is 
a Winnipeg man whose son and four 
daughters are graduates or under- 
graduates of Manitoba University. 
Dickens la Still Being Read 
Judging by this Inquiry, the reore- 
ittonal reading of students today Is 
very *cu tiered. A large number of 
writers received only one mention, 
and, with the exc«j>tion of the authors 
referred to above, not one has re 
ceived mure than 13 votes. I am sure 
that ihose who havo a good opinion of 
tho rising generation vvlU be glut If led 
to hear Huit Charles Dickens 'leads all 
the other aul'hom with 13 vote», six 
for "A Talc- of Two Cities," three for 
"Pickwick Papers," and one each for 
the following: "The Cricket on the 
Hearth," "Bleak House," "Oliver 
Twist," "Doinbey and Son," and 
"American Notes" Thackeray Is 
with a total of nino admirers, sis 
mentioning "Henry Esmond," two 
"Vnnlly Fair," and one "Pendonnls 
I must not suppress the fuel that 
"Henry Esmond" is a title on Iho 
'novel course prebcribed for the fourth 
year, Sir Walter Scott Is still being 
read, with three votes for "The Heart 
of Midlothian,'' one for "Keullworth," 
and one for "Ivonhoe."

Editors Note. The following Is tho 
fourth or a aerlos of Interviews with 
Conch Kidding -H. Yost, director of 
IntcrcoUcirliitc athletics, at the Univer- 
sity of Mlchlgmi dealing with the pre- 
sent problems hi connection with tho 
administration of intercollegiate sport.. 
These articles are appearing hi tho 
Michigan Dally. 

"Betting Is a practice 'that should 
be eliminated," declared Director of 
Athletics Kidding H. Yost in an in- 
lervisw on tho present ovlla in ath- 
letics, "it Is another commercializing 
Influence that detracts from tho spirit 
of play. It breeds criticism, disloyally 
and a lack of harmony among various 
forces that make up a school," ho said. 

In the opinion of Couch Yost, tho 
practice of bitting detracts from tho 
keenest of the contestants by substi- 
tuting mercenary incentives in the 
Place of ideals and it thus has no 
placo in school athlotios. 

The practice of proselyting and re- 
cruiting athletic candidates is an evil 
equally as detrimental to clean ath- 
letics as that of bitting, stated tho 
coach. "This evil of some alumni cf 
our various universities in bringing 
undue pressure to boar on high school 
athletics, or even offering them In- 
ducements to get them to attend their 
institutions is perhaps the most seri- 
ous problem we have to contend with", 
ho assorted. Coach Yost added further: 
"College alumni think that thoy are 
performing a loyal service to their 
Alma Mater, and that they are help- 
ing theeboy when they do this. As 
a matter of fact they are robbing him 
of his naturally wholesome and heal- 
thy attitude toward college athletics, 
and creating a different problem for 
the athletic authorities of his univer- 
sity." 

Such a practice, believes the coach, 
Introduces a spirit of commercialism 
that is akin to professionalism. "In 
stead of considering the .opportunity 

the-boy begins to thiriU 'tlfat some 
thing extra should be done for (him if 
he plays, and whenever this occurs 
much of the value In athletics is lost" 
As a remedy of this evil, Coach Yost 
declared that h'lgh school and college 
authorities must work in close har 
mony if the practice is to be .ever pro- 
perly checked.

Effectively Occupying the Arctic 

Koports oi' such Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police patrols as those made 
by Sergeants Joy and Wight within 
the Arctic region make too easy, read- 
ing to yield a proper perspective of 
how much they signify. Their heroic 
nature is not to be mentioned: the 
tradition of tlie Force demands al- 
most that that be taken for granted. 
The natlpnal value of their effect is 
marked and distinct. It is the national 
act and national assumption of juris- 
diction that makes Canada's settle- 
ment to lier Arctic sphere effective to 
within some 000 miles of the North 
l'oie. 

Only a few years ago the region 
now patrolled was open to question as 
to its effective settlement, and might, 
conceivably. be subject to dispute 
under international jurisdiction. First 
has been occupied tlie great area of 
^00.000 square miles of Baffin L<and 
rising off the north shore of Hudson 
Strait. The occupation of that land 
since has been so completely admitted 
that International jurists have re- 
garded It as certainly Canadian as Is 
Ontario. 

These MoujUed Police have patrol- 
led far north of that. They have gone 
three times as far north of Duff n 

liand as It is north of Port Nelson on 
i 

Hudson Bay. In the report a year 
ago they told how their farthest north 
post had be6n located on the south of 
Ellesmere Island. The patrols that 
have since been made from that 
post, establishing oilier posts, are re- 
ported in the terse military termin- 
ology of the impersonal statements 
now published. 

Sergeant Joy kept lonesome vigil 
whore Peary and his expedition win- 
tered in j SOU, and Sverdrup in 190": 
he traversed that, inconceivably rough 
terrain of Axel Hetberg Island on tho 
patrol that covered a thousand miles. 
Sergeant Wight proceeded, also alone, 
across and along the northern portion 
of Baffin Island in a tour that tra- 
versed 1,280 miles. 

In Ibis performance of their daily 
duties these members of their honor**! 
force are the administrators of the 
law of the Dominion of Canada. The 
reports they have written that take 
nearly a year before they can be neat- 
ly registered In the prosaic routine of 
the Commissioner's office at Ottawa, 
'become national documents: the in- 
contestable evidence accepable to tho 
world's court, of international jurists, 
that Canada's settlement of her Arctic 
sphere is effective, undoniaible.

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(Comtiimed from page one) 
spikes. The printed roll is thon cut 
transversely Into strips which are the 
length of tho drying racks. When one 
bay of racks Is completely filled the 
whole printing press Is moved op- 
posite tho next row of drying slacks. 
There tire four rows of these drying 
stacks, and while the last one of tlioin 
is being filled by the printing press 
the dry strips arc removed to the 
packing room where the individual 
blocks of pattern are cut out of these 
strips by a Glllotlno Shears. The in- 
dividual mats are then inspected, and 
If found to lie perfect the Oold Seal 
of the CONGOJJÏUA1 Guarantee is 
placed In each and they are rolled .In- 
dividually on huge emailing tubes" of 
twisted cardboard, the ends of which 
ore strengthened by wooden plugs 
which extend boyond the length of the 
rolled mat. The roll Is then wrapped 
In stout paper, the I'altern Number 
and size are stenslled on, an extra 
wrapper is put over each end, and it 
Is then sent to tho Slock Room until 
required to fill an order. 

The most fascinating portion of the 
whole of this most Interesting pro- 
cess was the unerring accuracy and 
precision of the huge pr ntlng pre«s. 
As many cis eleven different colours 
of paint may be used on its dins at 
one time, but few patterns requ re 
more than six colours, which happen- 
ed to the the number of colours In 
use at the t'me of the visit. 

Before leaving the plant a short 
visit was paid to the Pa'nt Room, 
where, the various pigments were he- 
'ng ground In horizontal roller mills 
and m'xed with merely suff'cient oil 
to form a viscous mass, suitable for 
smearing on to Ihe printing dies. 
These d'es are all stamp dies, and no! 
the roller type as used In news paper 
printing presses. 

The main difference between 
Linoleum and Congoleum Is that the 
former has a jute burlap for a base, 
while the latter has a cotton fell base. 
This folt Is somewhat similar to 
roofing felt, but Is of a far superior 
qual'ty. being manufactured from 
selected Cotton rags, from which all 
wool and especially all paper has been 
picket out, as they would cause soft 
spots in the felt. The same high 
quality of felt is used ;n all grades 
of CONGOLEUM, the difference In 
pr.'ce being due merely in the thick- 
ness of the felt mat, the quality and 
tho number of colours of tho paint 
used, and in the intricacy of the- pat- 
tern, which may make the correct set- 
ting of the dies very difficult.
